‘Wassinuss hing béen particularly enecessful in making use of them, He has very 
considerable influence with the Gerimanophile Governor of Shiraz, and there can be no 
doubt that he has employed itto induce Mukhbir-us-Sultanch fo call on the gendarnierie 
to take action against the local Khans in whose welfare we are interested. ‘Then when 
an expedition of this kind was decided on, what more natural than thut. Consul 
‘Wasanuss, finding the business—commereial, of course—takes him in the same direction, 
should ticcompany his Swedish friend, 'This is the way in which the Swedes represent 
their aotion, atid it is « plausible enough defence. 

But I fear'that it is beyond question that in the south the Swedes have too often 
beon actuated by a feeling of pique against ourselves in their complacancs towards 
thoir German friends. Again, this feeling seems to me to have bad its origin in quite 
natural causes, As I havo already said, the Swedes very soon learnt to think they had 
no masters, and when they were invited by ourselves to carry out their work in. the 
southern provinces, it was not long befvre ‘His Majesty's consular officers in those 
regions found their activities being exerted in directions not, always compatible with 
our interests, Out interesta were, of course, bound up primarily in the maintenance of 
order, but it will readily be understood that the Swodes, faw of whom know Persian, 
having to dopend for loval knowledge on their Persian officers, were often led to wrong 
conclusions and brought into conflict with the policy of His Majesty's consuls “After 
the outbreak of war this divergences of views developed, from causes I have already 
endoayoured to describe in the enrlier part of this despatch, into positive antagonism, 
‘which, whilo'it hina Been quite perceptible on the part of the Swedes thomeslves, has 
dhoin itself most markedly in the conduct of the Porsian officers Several incidents, 
anid dhe in particular at; Bushiro, have shiovwn how widespread ts this anti-British feeling

however, the Swedes have appeared to realise that thoy have, as regards 
{sin velaions with tho Germans, been extremely Iudisereat. to say the least of it, and 
they ure likely to be much more careful in the fiture to preserve themselyes even from 
‘n uppenrance of partiality. Nevertheless it is to be anticipated that, the attitude of 
the Swedish officers towards us will continue, It’ is not likely to exhibit itself in so 
marked 4 dogree or with #0 unfortunate results as daring the war, bub even after peace 
iiseonchided 1 feel convinced that their disposition not to recognise the predominance 
of out interests and influence in southérn Persia will still continue ‘The question thus 
rides, what ia to be our attitude towards these officers, Ihave not, of course, forgotten 
that His Majesty's Government and that of Russia decided three months ago that they 
intist be fenioved from Persia, but of late M, de Etter and I have thought it wiser not 
to press thé question for the reason tliat, thanks to the anti-Russian attitude of the 
Swedes, they have become very. popular with tho Majlis and the pro-German elements 
id Persia, and to have insisted on their withdrawal might have embarrassed Ain-od- 
Dowleh’s Cabinet. Moreover, their attitude has boon more satisfactory of late, and 
they profess themselves to be quite ready to carry out all orders from the Government, 
even whould these orders involve action against their German friends; indeed, in 
‘one or two instances they baye done something to make good those professions. ‘The 
above-mentioned decision of the Governments was arrived at—on our part at all 
evente—in consequenes of the pro-German proclivities und activity of the Swedes, and 
Yas precipitated, if my memory is not st fwult, by the story of arms ssouggling in 
Gorman interest, u ary. whith: aa before said, T bulova to besuite uafoundod On fuck 
In the circumstances, therefore, a change of attitude on our part towards the Swediah 
olfjcers would bo easily explained, I believe that, with few exceptions, they will in 
future be very much more careful to observe a neutral attitude both in word and deed, 
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other poriod in its existence, and which would prove itself a very useful instrument in 
the hands of the Minister of the Interior, 

If His Majesty's Government should concur in the view that it would be to our 
policy to maintain the gendarmerie of Furs by means of financial support, for. the 
| luration of the wat, or until such time as we may find it convenient to make other 

arrangements for carrying on its work, the simplest way would appear to be that ia 
the event of His Majesty's Government consenting to agree to. giving tho Persian 
Government financial support, a certain monthly sum should be earmarked for the 
Purposes of the Fars regiment, or failing any stich agreement, that a special arrange. 
ment should be made which would of eautpe be termenble at aut pleasure, but in any 
uit arrangement that might bu made, we should have to stipulate for the transfor clacwhers 
i] of uny offices, Swedish or Persian, whom we might designate at any timo as showing 
Hi mischievous tandencies. 
Since writing the above I hayo received a further telegram from Major O'Connor, 
in which he expresses strong dissent from the views entertained by His Majesty's 
consul-genenid at Bushire, and urges that, provided that the eventualicy of Persia 
throwing in her lot with Germany and Turkey is improbable or even uncertarn, it would 
be in our interests to maintain the gendarmerie in Fars,

Tn event of failure of Persian Government to comply with these terms in the 
specified time, in addition to Bushire remaining in hands of British Government, such 
further action ag the necessities of tho situation may dictate will be taken for the 
protection of their intorests. . 

Outside Bushire wo do not at present propose that in any circumstances military: 
sper Should Bo smdertakens with the oxesption of possible bombardment. of 

jlwar, We should be content merely. to-remain on the defensive, and in the event 

‘of a repetition of attack we trust that it may be repelled effectively. 

‘Although action of somo kind seems to us to be absolutely necessary for the 
pane ‘of making the Persian Goyernment realise that it is impossible to allow the 
hostile machinations of Germans and Austrians to proceed unchecked in Persia, our 
yes must not bo closed to the fact that if in consequence. war should be declared by 
Persia on Great Britain and Russia, although sho herself is a negligiblo quantity and 
impotent, the task of the Ameor in maintaining his neutral position in opposition to the 
warlike tendencies of tho Afghans will certainly be made auch more’ difficult, and 
Unrest and bitterness of feeling amongst our own Mahommodan population will 
probably result.

Nor until quite recently can T find any particular reason for congratulation in

own brother, Sardar-i-Ashjaa, who, it is true, is regarded by the Russian Legation as 
their one partisan among the Bakhtiari khans, Ain-ed-Dovwleh’s conduct towgrds 
Farman Farma has been equally ambiguous. It is to him, as Minister of the Interior, 
that we have chiefly addressed ounselves to get instructions sent to the provincial 
Governments to take action against the German agents, and we have to thank him for 
what has been done. Farman Varma has consequently been particularly obnoxious to 
the Germans and ‘Turks, who at once set their democrat friends in the Medjliss to 
work to oust his Highness from office, a task peculiarly congenial to the Democrats, 
‘as Farman Farma has always been the object of their special hatred, largely on account

office, ‘Tho objection was not then 7aisod by ourselves, because His Majesty's 
Goverment were propared to assume themselves the service of the loans, &c,, secured 
‘on the sovthern customs receipts to the amount, in round figures, of 10,5001, « nonth, 
while the Russian Government did not then care to accept arly the much more 
considerable monthly charges in reepect of the Toans, &e,, guaranteed by the northern 

customs.
